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Adding bright colour to your home - 





A burst of colour can enhance a home, but be careful 
not to make it too busy, creating an overwhelming 
and unnerving space that is anything but 
relaxing. The biggest mistakes with colour often 
come in the largest areas, namely the walls. 

There are a number of things to consider when you 
are planning to add a bright and dominant colour into a 
space. The three most important factors are: 

1 . The overall size of the room; 

2. The height of the ceilings; and 

3. The amount of natural light that enters into the space. 
All of these will play a major role in getting the overall 
scheme to work. 

If you don't have a large room and the ceilings are 
standard height, but you do have ample natural light 
streaming in, you may want to consider painting just one 
wall boldly. A feature wall works very well in a limited 
space and still allows for that funky, fresh splash of 
colour. If you have very high ceilings and want a colour 
burst, adding a bright colour to a ceiling can also bring 
an immediate new look to a room. Just remember that 
if you try this on standard ceilings, it will make the room 
seem smaller. 

Just as you need to be careful when painting large 
surfaces, so too should you act with caution when 
looking at brightly coloured furniture. A bright-red sofa 



will immediately bring character into a room, but you 
could easily tire of the colour and a replacement fabric 
will be a costly exercise. The better bet is to select an 
occasional chair or ottoman for bold and courageous 
treatment with accessories. 

Accessories are generally the best route to go to add 
bright colour to a space, due to the fact that they can be 
changed seasonally for a completely different look and 
feel. These can include scatter cushions, objets d'art, 
lampshades and wall art. 

With roller blinds currently being so on trend, you 
may want to consider adding a splash of colour here. 
Technological advances with these even allow for them 
to be printed with different designs or artwork. 

When it comes to colour, there are no hard-and-fast 
rules. Go out and experiment - but plan carefully, to 
avoid expensive mistakes, m

The owners' brief to Nico van der Meulen Architects was for a modern, 
yet practical home that would provide for outdoor living and, in particular, 
entertaining. The designer, Werner van der Meulen, had to work with certain 
restrictions in the design, such as the parameters of the estate in which the 
site is located. This included incorporating a pitched roof and specific natural 
materials, which led to the concept of a "contemporary farmhouse". At the 
entrance, the symmetry of the double garages on either side and the use of 
glass encourage the eye to seek what is beyond the front door. Made of solid 
timber, the garage doors blend seamlessly into the wooden walls, so as not 
to disrupt the view, and to be in keeping with the countryside environment. 
The other natural material used in this space is stone, which serves as a link 
between the exterior and interior of the house. 









T o escape to the country often means 

going away for a weekend free of traffic 
and bright city lights. The owners of this 
house, however, don't have to venture 
far, as their country retreat is, in fact, home. 

Situated on a golf estate between Pretoria and 
Johannesburg, the property offers uninterrupted 
rural views, which the designer wanted to 
incorporate into the design of the house. Another 
factor that had to be taken into account was the 
estate's parameters for building, which included a 
pitched roof and specific natural materials. And the 
owners wanted plenty of space for outdoor living 
and entertaining. 

From all of this, the design evolved into a 
"contemporary farmhouse", says the designer. 

It is airy, due to double-volume ceilings, and 
practical, with an open-plan layout, while exhibiting 
a modern style that is free of unnecessary 
decorative elements. 

The house was positioned to face north, so that 
it would benefit from garden vistas in every room

and natural light all year round, with overhangs providing protection 
in summer, but allowing the sun to enter the rooms in the winter 
months. 

The ground floor is dedicated to open-plan living, with the kitchen, 
dining room and sitting area flowing easily into one another and - 
when the frameless, folding doors are open - to the outdoors, where 
the lanai becomes an extension of the space. Here there are additional 
dining and seating areas, a bar, and a braai for entertaining or a casual 
family meal. 

Linking the upstairs to the ground floor is the timber staircase, a 
feature in its own right as it floats above the floor plane, with the wall 
clad in natural stone to form a backdrop for the striking sculpture at 
the entrance of the house. 

A bridge with a glass balustrade connects the two upstairs sections 
of the house, with the en-suite children's bedrooms on the western 
side and the main bedroom situated on the east wing. The bedrooms 
all have access to the outdoors through their own balconies. 

With such spaciousness, and an extensive use of glass, the interior 
designer chose furnishings for a welcoming, comfortable ambience,

I t was in the Meyersdal Eco Estate that this family of four 
found their home. "We just love being one with nature," 
the home owner says.

S tep into any bathroom and you will probably 
see tiles. "Tiles are a lot more hygienic than 
alternative floor application products; they 
are easy to clean and waterproof, which is 
perfect for a bathroom environment," says Michelle 
Carlisle of Ferreiras. 

They are also durable, making them ideal in a 
room used everyday. Practical traits of tiles aside, 
they are also aesthetically pleasing, points out Gina 
Walsh of Tiletoria, and are available in an array of 
finishes to suit various decor styles. 

Currently, porcelain and ceramic are the most 
popular materials for bathroom tiles. "Porcelain 
requires little maintenance and can be tiled with one 
or two millimetres of space between," says Christelle

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ADVICE FOR CHOOSING TILES 

"The bathroom is your sanctuary, so 
choose colours and patterns you love, 
not just because they're trending. 

The bathroom should last you around 
1 0 years, so you need to know you 
won't tire of the look," advises Kitty 
Douglas-Jones of Douglas Jones. 

Michelle agrees. "Colours and 
patterns that are timeless eliminate 
having to redo your bathroom every 
couple of years." 

Take into consideration the 
practicalities of who is using the space. 
"Very polished floors are not suited 
to older people and children, who can 
easily slip and fall," says Christelle. 

Remember to purchase your tiles 
from a reputable retailer. "You get what 
you pay for, and always use a reputable 
installer," adds Gina.

Steyn of Lifestyle Ceramics. "People love the seamless 
look, where almost no grout is visible." 

Ruan Basson of Italcotto adds: "Porcelain tiles that 
are rectified (manufactured to be uniform) are still the 
main choice, due to the versatility of using the same 
material up the wall as well." 

Porcelain's other benefit is that, once glazed with a 
colour body, it can be used for high-definition printing. 
"This enables the manufacturer to create various 
patterns for a tile, with some tiles having 40 different 
designs before the pattern is repeated, allowing for a 
more natural look," explains Michelle. 

While applying the same type of tiles on the floor 
and walls creates a sense of space, particularly in small 
bathrooms, using tiles as statement walls or floors is a 
current trend. 



"Rather than tiling in patches, which was the fashion 
before, when tiles were placed in only the wet areas, 
a complete wall is chosen and tiled with an exciting 
feature tile, or a gentle, soft pattern or design," says 
Ruan. This adds interest to the space and allows for 
creativity, with a range of patterns and finishes. 

"We see many accent walls being mosaicked, 
with the mosaic carried through as a border around 
the room, to pull everything together," says Kitty 
Douglas-Jones. 

Another popular tile application is to combine 
different finishes in one space. For example, "have 
the floors in one finish and the walls in two different 
finishes, where you bring in a decor tile to break the 
consistency", says Johannie Ras of Euro Bath and Tile.

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TOP TILE TRENDS 

Neutrals: Natural colours, such as cream and stone, create a 
relaxing environment, which is in keeping with the bathroom as 
a retreat. They can be introduced with travertine, pebble, slate 
and marble tiles.

A home's garden is its character - a living and

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COLOUR PSYCH 
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CONSIDER COLOUR COMBINATIONS CAREFULLY, AS THEY HAVE BEEN 
SHOWN TO HAVE A PROFOUND EFFECT ON OUR MOOD AND PSYCHE, 
WRITES MARIANNE MCDONALD 






T here's no doubt that colours are emotive. 
Think of how you feel when you look out 
across an expanse of green fields, as 
opposed to a coal yard - one will make 
you feel calm and relaxed, while the other may 
cause feelings of anxiety or sadness. This is colour 
psychology, and while many colours have different 
meanings across cultures, there are some well-studied 
and documented examples of the emotions colours 
may evoke. 

All colours are divided into two categories: warm 
or cool. The warm family includes reds and oranges, 
while cool colours are blues and greens. 

White represents purity and offers a sense of 
cleanliness. With minimalism and open-plan spaces 
taking over the interior design scene, this will always 
be a popular option; but there are definite signs that 
people's approaches to interior design are changing. 

Grey, in all her shades, is a popular choice for interior 
spaces, as it has many of the effects of white, while 
adding more interest, and allowing for mixing and 
matching. This versatile colour is indicative of calm 
intelligence, while being timeless and neutral. It also pairs 
well with a wide variety of both cool and warm colours. 

Black accents are gaining in popularity, being 
contrasted with white to form grids and patterns, or 
used to highlight and frame lighter colours, creating

contrast and interest in the home. As a symbol of 
authority and power, black also teams up well with 
metal lies, and is perfect for office spaces and living 
rooms. Black-and-white combinations are emerging as 
an unusual and surprising colour scheme for babies' 
rooms at the moment. This actually makes perfect 
sense, since babies are not able to distinguish different 
shades until two months, so high-contrast decor is an 
excellent option. Pops of colour can easily be added to 
this neutral scheme later on. 

Blue never seems to go out of style. A symbol of 
loyalty and serenity, light blues are perfect for bedrooms, 
while darker blues such as navy can add a punch of 
colour that's not too overwhelming for living rooms. 

Green performs much the same function as blue, 
and is associated with health and tranquillity. These 
hues, found in abundance in nature, are the perfect 
way to bring the beauty of the outdoors in - painting a 
ceiling in a very light blue to mimic the sky will create 
a sense of space. These are also wonderful, calming 
colours for children's rooms.

TO BUY OR NOT TO BUY 

MARIANNE MCDONALD LOOKS AT THE IMPLICATIONS OF GETTING INTO THE PROPERTY MARKET 



etting onto that proverbial property ladder is the aim 
of many young people in South Africa, despite the 
challenging economic conditions of the last year. 

High rent costs and interest rates that are still low 
enough to encourage first-time buyers to take that first step 
onto the property ladder mean the property market remains 
strong. 

However, buyers are now taking many other aspects of 
property ownership into consideration, and many of these may 
cause them to think twice about home ownership or selling and 
buying again. 

FIRST-TIME BUYERS 

Is it best to get into the property market no matter what, or to 
save and wait for the chance to buy a home that's more suited to 
your needs? There are many costs, beyond your initial purchase 
and bond costs, that should be considered when deciding if 
property purchase is the right move for you at the time. 

Some of these considerations include the transfer costs, 
lawyer's fees, rates and levies, as well as sectional title levies, 
the actual costs of moving households, which can be significant, 
the cost of furniture and fittings for a new home, as well as 
possible maintenance costs - especially for older homes in more 
established areas. Many sectional title properties also don't allow 
for the physical changes or additions home owners might want to 
undertake in the future. 

In many instances, these costs are considered significant and 
outweigh the advantages of moving. This means many people 
either decide to stay as they are for the time being and save 
for a bigger deposit, or apply for finance in order to improve the 
property they are currently living in. 



FINDING THE RIGHT HOME LOAN FOR YOU 

Unless you are able to put down a significant deposit, the interest 
paid over the standard 20-year period of a home loan will probably 
outweigh the actual value of the property - which can put many 
people off - as lending rates in South Africa are relatively high. 

Remember that interest rates fluctuate, so you should be 
prepared for higher rates in a few years' time. If this makes you 
nervous, you could opt for a five-year fixed interest rate, but then 
you will not benefit should interest rates drop. If you can put down 
a bigger deposit on the property, you should be able to negotiate 
a lower rate, which means many people are opting to save for 
longer and take on a smaller loan. You can also make additional 
payments into your loan or pay more than is required on a monthly 
basis to reduce your loan period. 

BUYING OFF PLAN 

When buying off plan, many first-time buyers don't recognise 
the risks involved, and while it may seem an excellent option 
both financially and in terms of choosing fixtures and finishes, it's 
important to do your homework before embarking on a purchase. 
When buying off plan, you will be asked for a deposit - but be 
aware that you may be asked for other deposits before the build is 
complete, although the full amount is payable only on completion. 

Should the build come to a halt for financial, political or 
social reasons, you could potentially lose your deposits if the 
developer is not reputable, so make sure to investigate its past 
developments and the company as a whole. Most of the savings 
come from the fact that there are no transfer duties payable when 
buying from a developer.

W e are all aware that the best way 
to live is to have a healthy work-life 
balance.

The old mindset was that a corporate environment 
had to be structured and serious, a formal space in which 
people took their work seriously.

For many years, it has been the advertising 
industry that has had the most outlandish 
interiors, to promote out-of-the-box 
thinking and freedom of expression, 
allowing for experimentation and 
testing of new ideas.
